T he cave was excavated parallel to the 
side of the mountain in which it was 
made, and daylight admitted by holes 
blown out of the wall with explosives 
the windows being guarder bv a net­ 
work of heavy steel bars. 
The 
en­ 
trance to the 
depression was 
also 
closed in the same 
manner, and 
a 
vestibule or 
porch 
of masonry built 
out I rom it to provide quarters for the 
sheriff and his assistants. 
This vesti­ 
bule is also 
divided 
into 
compart­ 
ments, which are connected by gates 
rf steel bars. 
The only way of enter­ 
ing the prison is through the vestibule 
of masonry, and in order to escape 
the inmates would have to cut their 
way through three sets or bars which 
are an inch in thickness, as the win­ 
dow’s are so high up above the rock 
forming the floor of the cells that they 
could not. reach them, ft is necessary, 
however, to have a very secure place, 
as the criminals in this part of tho 
country are of a most desperate class, 
and the inmates 
frequently 
include 
murderers 
and 
highwaymen. 
Tho 
mountain which has thus been turned 
Into a prison Is 
composed of 
solid 
quartz rock, and the excavation was 
made principally by the use of explo­ 
sives. 
The jail is located in the town 
of Clifton, 
the 
county 
seat.— Wide 
World Magazine.

Paris, besides being a city where you 
could spend any amount of money 
more easily than in any other place 
in the world, was also the K’liopean j 
city where actual 
living 
expenses 
were cheapest. 
Now alas, this is all 
changed, and the mere cost of living 
has increased to such an extent that 
even quite well-to-do people find it 
next to impossible to make both ends 
meet. 
' 
* 
Apart from the general increase in 
rent, although any number of houses 
are being built every year, the price 
of many articles is rising tepidly. 
Workmen strike periodically for more 
wages, 
but 
they are, if anything, 
worse off than they were a decade 
ago. 
Things, indeed, have come lo 
such a pass that there is universal 
grumbling. 
Thanks 
to 
the 
initiative of the 
"Journal,” a national league for the 
defense of the trade in food and of 
the producers is in process of forma­ 
tion, and a number of syndicates in­ 
terested in the question have already 
joined in. 
M. Jules Prevet, wh » is 
the chairman of the union 
of 
tho 
syndicate concerned in the wno'esale 
supply, says that they hoper’, when 
the dues on wines were abolished, 
that 
the 
Paris 
municipal 
council 
would follow this up by abolisTvrg the 
“octroi.” 
This, unfortunately, it has 
not done, and the consequence ’s that 
a bad system is maintained, and that 
perishable goods are brought up in 
unsuitable cars, the journeys being 
moreover so Slow that district.' which 
are at some little distance from the 
capital cannot attem pt 
to 
f >rward 
anything. 
As for the Paris Slaughter houses 
they only dispense m eat which has 
deteriorated, because their 
installa­ 
tion is old-fac>hioned and cat!1? only 
reach them after long journevs made 
under conditions which are realty bar­ 
barous. 
If. however, 
the 
“ectroi" 
were suppressed and goods were for­ 
warded in proper cars and in fairly 
last and punctual trains, all tn? cen­ 
ters 
of 
production would soon be 
sending the whole of their food supply 
to the capital, and foreign co mtries 
would also lie the gainers, as he peo­ 
ple would get what they require in 
Paris instead of applying to mote re 
mote regions. 
“This,” adds M. 
Prevet, 
“ would 
give a great impulse to trade, and the 
population would also gain, as prices 
which 
are 
now at an exaggerated 
height, owing to all these obstacles, 
would return to their normal ligtires. 
Another recognized authority is M. 
Hubert, who is the president of the 
National Federation 
of 
Restaurant 
Hotel and Wineshop Keepers, which 
includes upwards of 211 syndicates. 
Like M. Prevet, he is dead against 
the “octroi” system and 
the 
slow 
trains, and he speaks with h o n o r of 
tile suffering to which cattle are sub­ 
jected in their journeys. 
“Hunger 
fever and wounds should no longer 
overwhelm 
the 
poor 
animals ” he 
writes. * 
Representatives of other trades in 
food speak in the same strain, and 
one. M. Guy, who is chairman of the 
Paris e x p o rt^ s ' syndicate, says that 
the population cannot desire a greater 
improvement than 
the abolition of 
the “octroi,” as ‘•tradesmen, m anu­ 
facturers and capitalists all undergo 
a really intolerable 
inquisition 
in 
th >ir business transactions. 
The program of the 
new 
league 
comprises the appointment of a com­ 
mission to examine the question of 
tho suppression of “octrois” in Paris 
and the great provincial towns, the 
nomination of another commission to 
insure some improvement in Hie cars 
which carry perishable goods and cat­ 
tle to Paris, as well as more rapidity 
on the road, and lastly, the appoint­ 
ment of a third commission, which 
shall devote its attention to the ame­ 
lioration of the slaughter house and 
the modification of the sanitary regtr 
lations. 
This agitation, supported as 
it is by the leading men in the supply 
trade, is hound to be attended wi*h 
excellent results.

The term Colonial, however, to a 
loose one, a9 furnishings in this style

These were the models 
of the Colonial craftsmen who Wrought 
conceits a trifle heavier and simpler, 
by reason of the fact that they pos­ 
sessed fewer tools and less craftsman­ 
ship.
